Columbus, O., April 15.— The house 
4l«po««d of one resolution and nix 
fltneral bills. The reaolutlon wm of- 
fered by Representatlre Bllberberg of 
Hftsiiltoa county and prorldes for an 
MProprlatloB of $26,000 by the etate 
to be uMd with a similar sum to ^^ 
Taised by citizens of Columbus for the 
purpose of erecting a memorial arch 
to the late President McKlnley. 

The bill iBtrbdttced som«Ume ago 
by ReprcMiktatlve Chapman of Mont- 
eome.ry county, to amend the pure 
food laws, was defeated by a very de- 
cisive vote. The bill eoiight to pro- 
vide that mayors, Justices of the peace 
aad police Judc«s are to have final Jur- 
isdiction in cases brought for violation 
of the pure food laws and fixed things 
ap that no Jury trial rould be had by 
tbe defendants. The bill received only 
81 votes, but 3 were caat against It. 

The bin to increase the term of 
Judges of the supreme court from < to 

12 years was deft-ated. 

Bills were introduced in the house 
a* follows: Requiring that man- 
uscripts filed by teachers Uking coun 
ty examinations be filed by tbe exam- 
iners with the county auditor for pub- 
lic inspection; to prevent employers 
from discriminating against any appli- 
cant for CBployment because of age; 
to compel baseball managers to pro- 
vide seats with coverings, thus dis- 
pensing with "bleachers"; to provide 
that railway companies operating 200 
■slles or leas in Ohio, where buffet or 
4lnlng can famish maltous or vinous 
liquors, pay an annual tax of |8(0,and 
those operating more than 200 miles 
pay an annual tax of |700; to pay 
county recorder 10 cents for each 
name on fk* deed or owrtgag* fl>«d 
OB the dally register. 

In the Senate. 

The Moore banking bill, providing 
for the codification of the laws relat- 
ing to banking and tiie examination of 
Incorporated banks, was brought up 
in tbe senate during the day and 
<au»ed a lively debate. A number 
of amendments were offered by mem- 
bers In the Interests of private bank- 
ing institutions, but were defeated in 
turns, and then on tbe final roll call 
the bill Itself was defeated by vote of 

13 yeas to 18 nays. The bacltbone of 
the opposition to the bill was that it 
discriminated against the private 
banks of the sUte sad In favor of na- 
tional and state banks. The defeat of 
the measure was clinched by tbe us- 
ual motion to recoaal4er, whick was 

KMt. 

The senate committee on taxation 
reporttd favorably the Longworth bill 
giving the state board of appraisers 
ajid assessors power to appoint city 
boards of review on ttie recommenda- 
tion of tbe county auditor. This Is 
the Longworth "ripper" bill which has 
been so vehemently opposed by May- 
or Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland, as it 
woo^d take from him tbe power to 
appotnt these boards in tbe city of 
Cleveland, and would similarly affect 
l«ayor Hlnkle of this city and Mayor 
Jones of Toledo. 

Senator Burnham offered a joint 
rw>lntlon. which was adopted under 
a suspension of the rules, authorizing 
tbe president and secretory of the 
board of trustees of the Dayton Stote 
ihoepltal to execute to the Dayton, 
Oinclnnatl and Lebanon railway a 
deed for three strips ot land, in the 
aggragate not SKceedlng 3 2-6 acres, 
for a spur track to tbe hospital farm 
aod ground. 

BenatorB Patterson, Hosea and Her- 
rick were appointed a committee to 
draft aultoble resolutions on the 
death of former State Senator Byron 
Lnts, who died at hia home in Clitl* 

llMCte M onday. 

Not an Extractive Boycott 

Kansas City. April 15.— The boycott 
storted by tbe Kansaa City I.Iv< stock 
oommlsaioa men. who last week urged 
their otiatOBiers to sbip to other mar- 
kets, bad no apprecis/bl« effect on the 
receipts here except poeslbly In the 
case of sheep. The arrivals of cattle 
emounted to 5,000 bead, against 6,400 
he«4 taat week, while tbe receipts of 
hoffs were 7.000 against 6,000 on last 
Taasday. But 600 sheep was received 
oofli9«r«d with 4.«>0 » week ago.

0HIN18E EI0LU8T0H BILL. 

Further DUownioB ef the Measure 
la the Senate. 

Washington. April 15.— Whea tbe 
seaate met Mr. Hanabrough. from the 

comsrilttee on public lands, rrporied 
the house bill legalizing the manual 
of surveying Instructions of the gen- 
eral land 9^ce. and (hf bill was 
passed. The senate then rcsumsd 
consideration of the Chinese exclusion 
bill, and Mr. Gallinger read a num- 
ber of telegrams referring to the bill. 

Mr. Perkins (Cal.) submitted a 
large number of dispatches support- 
ing the bill. One of the telegrams 
was from the mayor and board of su- 
pervlHors of legislative body of San 
Francisco, dei-larlug that the opponl- 
tion of the Chamber of Commf n e did 
not represent the position ot the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast who aakcd 
the passage of the senate bill. 

The bill then was laid Ml<ie and 
the senate held an execdtive session. 

Must Return Property. 

Chicago. April 16. — Judge Neely de^ 
elded the case of Fred M. Llbby 
against Josephine Llbby to recover 
property worth about $58,000. The 
court ordered a division of the prop- 
erty, giving Mr. Llbby the lion's 
8h{ire. Mrs. Llbby must ritiirn to the 
complainant all the real e.state she 
holds save one piece, one-half the 
bonds which she now holds, but which 
once belonged to her husband, and a 
life insurance policy for $,T.O(tO. Mr. 
Llbby married the defendant in Ft. 
Dod^e. la.. In KS80. and for 20 yoais. 
he says, they lived happily together. 
His wife then formed a conspiracy 
with two sons by two former mar 
riages and her sisters, to deprive him 
of his property. When Mrs. Libb.v 
left him in 1899 he was practically 
penniless. The complainant was 
formerly a broker In Boston. 



Unknown Prisoner Burned. 

Duluth, Minn., April 16. — Telephone 
advices received from Eveleth report- 
ed the destruction by fire of the city 
jail and the blowing up of the r)nl«»h, 
Mlssabe and Northern railroad depot 
by burglars, at that place. In the Jail 
fire, an unknown prisoner was burned 
to death. Several hours later burglars 
blew up the depot safe. They overeS' 
timated the amount of nitroglycerin 
needed and as' a result there was a re 
port that woke up the entire town and 
and shattered windows in the houeeb 
for blocks around. When citizens 
reached the scene of the expltrsian. 
the station lay in ruins and had 
caught fire from the stove. Tbe 
fiames were extinguished andjhen an 
unsuccessful search was mad** for 
the safe. It was too big to carry awa;-', 
and it is t)K)ught it must have been 
blown to pieces.

— The opening 
session of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion convention was called to order 
by President Shaffer, with over iOO 
delegates In attendance. It 1« believed 
the wage committee will report favor 
ably on the recen| agreements eniertd 
Into with the American TIb Plate 
American Sheet Steel.

Tberf 
is much interest in the presidency.

No other (andidates 
are mentioned at this time. Sec retary 
John WllllaoM wiU he re-elected with- 
out oppoaltlOB.

PROMISES TO INFORM PARLIAMENT. 



The Oeverament Leader Virtually 
AdalU That There Has Boea No 
AgraemeaSBeaeked Betwee* 
maA tke BHtMi. 



London, April 16.— The government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, replying to a 

Question In the house of commons, an- 
nounced that the ministers had no in- 
fomatlon to impart on .the subject of 
the South Africa^ pjMce negotiations, 
nor under the circumstances could any 
Information be Imparted at tbe present 
stage of tbe negotiations. The gov- 
ernment, Mr. Balfour added, would im 
mediately inform PBrllamcnt ot the 
fact when they had any news to com- 
municate. 

The new British loan of £32,000,000 
is to be raised by BB issue Of 2% 
per cent consols. 

The budgM proposals prsa s nted to 
the bouse of rnmmons are received 
fairly well on the sttx k exchange, 
where the various departments de- 
veloped no pariicuiar feature with the 
exception of a drop in consols on sell- 
ing, preparatory to the issue .of the 
new loan, which operators generally 
seem to lonsider will take the form 
of a fresh issue of consols. Operators 
on the exchange continued to be hope- 
ful as to tjie outcome of the peace 
conference at Pretoria. 

The British cabinet met at noon. 
Among other business considered was 
the reply of tbe tioer leaders to the 
government's communication ipen- 
tiobed by A. J. BalfOur,'the govern- 
ment leader in the house of commons. 

fhe chancellor of the exchequer. Sir 
Michael Hi(ks Beach, in answfr to .» 
question, said a rel^ate would not be 
allowed on forward grain contracts, 
as was allowed In the case of coal 
contracts last year.

A SUP POSED Oo jPBB 

Suddealy Arrises In His roOla While 
Being Carried Out. 

New York. April 15. — Four assist- 
ants to an undertaker suddenly drop 
ped a coflin they were carrylnc out of 
the Paterson, N. J.. Jail door when the 
supposed corpse broke open the lid 
and sat up and in vociftrojs Italiaii 
said he was not dead. He was Alex 
ander Scazelatta, who had been Im 
prisoned for some slight offense. 

He had been called in tte morning 
by the keeper but did not respond 
His cell was opentd and the man 
could not be aroused. The jail ottlclals 
were informed and they sent for a pby- 
siciiiUi, telling blm that a prisoner had 
died in the night The doctor made a 
casual examination and pronounc 
ed the man dead and the undertaker 
was sent ior. His employes were car- 
rying the supposed cwpse out to tbe 
wagon when Scazeletta opened his 
eyes and sat up In the coffin. For two 
days be talked incessantly in jail, but 
on Saturday he apparently lost the 
power of speech, only to recover it in 
the ooBb. The Jail physician ordered 
his release.

Qiirenstown. April 15. — Gunner LiOU' 
tenant H. S. Bourne, Lieutenant W\- 
lar and nine blue Jackeu were In- 
stantly killed by the bursting of a 12- 
inch gun on board the Briii.'-h first- 
class battleship .Mars during gun prac- 
tice off Bcrehaven. In addition several 
men were Injured by the explosion. 
The breech of the gun blew out after 
It had twice missed Are. The bodies 
of the two men who were sighting the 
gun were scattered to pieces and 
blown overboard. The Injured seamen 
were brought ashore here. 

Lettsr Prom Knox. 
Washington, April 16. — A letter 

from Attorney General Knox relative 
to the so-called beef trust was made 
public by Representative Ray of New 
York, chalnnan of the bouse commit- 
tee on Judiciary in view of the at- 
torney general's letter the judiciary 
committee decided without discussion 
to recommend that the resolution ask 
ing the attorney general what steps 
he had token against the beef trust be 
laid on the toble. The aftorney gen 
eral's letter is given in Chairman 
Ray's report on the resolution. Con- 
tinuing the letter says: "It is prop- 
er.

Drew Pay Fraudulently. 
Detroit, April 15.— Captoin Charles 

T. Witherall. United States army, re- 
tired, was tried by courtmartial at 
fctt Wayne on the iharge of dupli- 
caiing his pay vouchers for Novem- 
ber and December, 1901, and January. 
1902. Captain Wltherell's attorney at 
the opening of the court contended 
that his client's stipend from the gov- 
ernment as retired officer was not 
pay, but pension, and that therefore 
he was not amenable to courtmartial 
for the alleged duplication. The con- 
tention was overruled by the court, 
and a plea of not guilty was then 
entered. 

Bond For Rathbone.
